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The  cornerstone  of  the  Warren  State  Hos- 
pital was  laid  in  1878  and  the  building  was  con- 
structed on  the  Kirkbride  plan.  The  Honorable 
Henry  M.  Hoyt  was  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth at  the  time  that  the  bill  creating  the  insti- 
tution was  passed  by  the  Legislature.  The  cost 
of  the  construction  equipped  and  furnished  com- 
plete ready  for  occupancy  was  about  $1,000,000. 
The  capacity  was  600.  The  first  patients  were  ad- 
mitted on  December  1,  1880.  At  the  end  of  the 
first  biennial  period  there  were  380  patients  on 
the  books.  The  hospital  district  comprised  10 
counties.  Patients  were  received  upon  commit- 
ment by  the  Court  and  upon  the  certification  of 
physicians.  Fifty-eight  years  later,  at  the  close  of 
the  biennial  period  (June  1,  1936- May  31,  1938) 
our  books  show  a total  of  2240  patients  in  the 
hospital  and  350  on  visit  or  parole.  Our  rated 
capacity  as  calculated  by  the  Department  of  Wel- 
fare is  1673  and  the  hospital  district  includes  13 
Northwestern  counties.  There  are  1286  acres  of 
land,  the  main  hospital  and  nine  smaller  buildings 
in  which  our  patients  dwell.  We  have  a power  plant, 
pump  house,  sewage  disposal,  three  buildings 
for  housing  nurses,  attendants,  and  miscellaneous 
employes,  laundry,  laboratory,  greenhouse,  carpen 
ter  shop,  upholstery  shop,  root  cellar  and  numer- 
ous other  buildings.  The  total  estimated  valuation

The  hospital  gives  a three-months’  affiliate  course 
in  psychiatric  nursing  to  student  nurses  in  train- 
ing in  general  hospitals.  Those  represented  are: 
Bradford,  Meadville,  Oil  City,  Philipsburg,  and 
Warren. 

The  resident  medical  staff  is  assisted  in  the 
physical  examination  of  patients  by  a consulting 
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staff  of  7 specialists  from  nearby  communities. 

Approximately  10  per  cent  of  the  total  num- 
ber of  patients  admitted  in  the  biennial  period 
were  discharged  as  Recovered;  29  per  cent  were 
discharged  as  Improved;  17  per  cent  were  dis- 
charged as  Without  Psychosis;  and  36  per  cent 
Died. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  have  suffered 
from  a prolonged  period  of  economic  stress  it  is 
of  interest  to  note  that  fully  15  per  cent  of  our 
patients  are  still  supported  solely  or  in  part  by 
private  funds.  The  following  table  gives  the  act- 
ual figures:

Because  of  the  seriously  overcrowded  con- 
dition which  prevailed,  it  was  necessary  to  place 
some  restriction  upon  admissions  and  in  Jan- 
uary 1937  we  were  instructed  to  refuse  the  admis- 
sion of  all  patients  until  further  order  from  the 
Department  of  Welfare.  This  ruling  was  slightly 
modified  in  March  of  the  same  year  at  which  time 
we  were  requested  to  admit  only  dangerous,  ur- 
gent and  menacing  cases.  The  courts  and  other 
agencies  cooperated  with  us  and  commitments 
were  held  to  a minimum.

It  is  obvious  that  the  present  State  Authority 
Building  Program  will  be  of  considerable  help  in 
relieving  the  overcrowded  condition  of  this  institu- 
tion. Due  to  the  accumulating  needs  of  the  past 
thirty  years  during  which  one  building  accom- 
modating 98  patients  has  been  erected  and  during 
which  time  our  patient  population  has  increased 
about  1000,  we  shall  still  have  a population  of 
several  hundred  in  excess  of  our  comfortable  cap- 
acity. A secondary  building  program  is  there- 
fore badly  needed  to  ease  the  congestion  and  to 
provide  certain  special  facilities.  The  following 
major  units  represent  our  urgent  requirements: 

I.  Gymnasium  - Chapel  - Auditorium  - 
Recreational Building: 

Our  present  chapel  is  located  on  the  third 
floor  of  the  main  building  which  is  contrary  to 
the  State  Fire  Code  and  presents  a definite  haz- 
ard. The  Amusement  Hall  is  on  the  fourth  floor, 
an  even  more  dangerous  situation,  and  is  a small 
room  capable  of  meeting  the  recreational  needs 
of  only  a trivial  number  of  patients.  It  is  neces- 
sary to  exclude  a majority  of  our  populace  from 
the  various  activities.  A single,  large,  modern 
building  should  be  constructed  to  support  these 
overlapping  functions  and  to  provide  adequate 
space  for  recreational  activities  which  will  pro- 
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mote  the  well-being  and  recovery  of  mental  pa- 
tients. Such  a building  is  available  in  most  in- 
stitutions. 

II.  A Combination  General  Hospital  and  Tub- 
ercular Unit  is  required  to  provide  proper  classi- 
fication, to  care  for  our  acutely  physically  ill  pa- 
tient family,  and  to  segregate  and  confine  tuber- 
cular patients. 

III.  Disturbed  Men’s  Building: 

A companion  building  to  the  Disturbed  Wo- 
men’s Building,  which  is  now  under  construction, 
is  necessary  to  provide  comfortable  room  for  dis- 
turbed male  patients. 

IV.  An  Addition  to  the  Nurses’  Home.

The  use  of  malarial  therapy  in  the  treatment 
of  paresis  has  been  continued  with  good  results. 
Electrotherapeutic  hyperpyrexia  has  been  used  in 
select  cases  in  which  malaria  was  contraindic- 
ated. In  addition,  it  has  been  employed  in  some 
cases  of  multiple  sclerosis  and  in  chronic  enceph- 
alitis. Fevsr  therapy  through  the  use  of  typhoid 
vaccine  was  given  a trial  but  it  was  felt  that  oth- 
er means  of  producing  hyperpyrexia  were  more 
efficacious  and  better  controlled. 


Insulin  therapy  for  the  treatment  of  Demen- 
tia Praecox  by  insulin  shock  has  been  adopted  as 
a routine  procedure  in  select  cases.  The  results 
seem  to  yield  somewhat  better  remissions  than 
previous  procedures.  This  is  particularly  notice- 
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able  so  far  as  emotional  reaction  of  patients  is  con- 
cerned. The  use  of  metrazol  was  initiated  at  the 
end  of  the  biennium  but  is  still  doubtful  as  a 
therapeutic  agent  of  great  force. 

Narcosis  therapy  has  continued  to  be  a val- 
uable agent  in  the  treatment  of  select  cases  of  men- 
tal disorder.  The  Ashner  treatment  of  Dementia 
Praecox  is  no  longer  utilized  having  been  displac- 
ed by  modern  therapeutic  agents.  Endocrine  ther- 
apy has  been  encouraged,  particularly  in  patients 
suffering  from  midlife  me  ntal  disorders.  The  end- 
ocrine therapy  has  included  pituitary,  ovarian,  and 
testicular  extracts. 

Sodium  thiosulphate  intravenously  was 
used  to  combat  the  neurological  progession  of 
multiple  sclerosis  in  some  patients  but  failed  to 
measure  up  to  the  claims  made  for  it  by  European 
investigators,  and  was  discontinued. 

The  presence  of  endemic  typhoid  fever  has 
been  placed  under  control  by  intensive  laboratory 
studies  covering  all  woman  patients  and  employes. 
A number  of  carriers  were  found  amongst  the  pa- 
tient group  and  those  who  were  operable  were  freed 
of  their  infection  by  gall  bladder  removals.  These 
have  remained  negative  after  repeated  stool  stud- 
ies. Three  patients,  who  because  of  age  or  lack 
of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  relatives  were  not 
operated  upon,  are  living  under  quarantine  in  a 
special  room,  where  constant  medical  precautions 
are  taken  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  contamin- 
ation. During  this  biennium  all  patients  and  em- 
ployes, not  previously  immunized  to  typhoid  fever 
or  immunized  at  some  time  previous  to  a two  year 
period,  were  given  typhoid  vaccine.  The  routine 
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of  immunizing  patients  against  typhoid  fever, 
when  their  physical  condition  permits,  is  begun 
within  the  first  month  of  a patient’s  admission.  A 
similar  procedure  is  repeated  with  new  employes. 

A small  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  was  exper- 
ienced in  the  attendant  group.  Prompt  diagnosis 
and  early  isolation  limited  the  disease  to  eight  em- 
ployes and  three  patients.  All  recovered. 

A limited  degree  of  research  has  been  en- 
gaged in  by  the  pathological  laboratory  where  the 
study  of  barbiturates,  initiated  in  the  previous  bi- 
ennium, was  continued.  The  psychological  and 
social  service  departments  made  a number  of  con- 
tributions involving  their  activities  in  the  form  of 
statistical  studies. 

The  training  program  of  personnel  is  one  of 
the  most  important  functions  of  an  institution. 
This  hospital  has  been  conducted  on  the  basis  of 
engaging  young  men  and  increasing  their  special 
training  through  staff  activities  and  courses.  This 
special  education  is  an  effort  to  improve  the  edu- 
cational standard  and  ability  of  those  in  direct  con- 
tact with  patients.  The  weekly  scientific  night 
meetings  for  the  medical  staff  have  continued 
to  increase  the  general  medical  and  psychiatric 
knowledge  of  the  professional  members.  Diagnos- 
tic and  parole  staff  meetings  are  held  four  morn- 
ings a week  and  are  conducted  not  only  for  the 
purpose  of  diagnosis  and  parole,  but  as  training 
clinics  for  the  younger  physicians  and  others.  In 
addition  to  this  continuous  program  of  education, 
two  staff  members  had  the  opportunity  of  attend- 
ing the  Course  in  Neuro-psychiatry  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  Graduate  School  of  Medicine 
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for  two  months.  Dr.  Frederick  Allen  of  the  Phil- 
adelphia Child  Guidance  Clinic  conducted  a post- 
graduate course  at  the  hospital  concerned  prim- 
arily with  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  chil- 
dren’s problems.  All  of  the  medical  staff  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Warren  County  Medical  Society,  the 
Pennsylvania  Medical  Society,  and  the  American 
Medical  Association.  Some  of  the  physicians  are 
associated  with  the  American  Psychiatric  Associ- 
ation, the  Pittsburgh  Neuro-psychiatric  Society, 
and  the  Buffalo  Neuro-psychiatric  Society. 

The  training  of  clinical  assistants  (senior 
medical  students)  during  the  summer  months  has 
been  improved  and  expanded.  These  students 
are  given  a course  of  lectures  in  psychiatry  and 
occupational  therapy.  Several  members  of  our 
resident  staff  were  first  interested  in  psychiatry 
through  the  medium  of  this  course.  They  receive 
a period  of  active  training  on  the  wards  when  they 
serve  as  attendants  for  a short  while.  The  train- 
ing program  for  ministerial  internes  has  been  con- 
tinued and  is  proving  of  value  to  them  and  to  the 
institution.

Patients  admitted  to  the  hospital  are  given 
dental  attention  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  Teeth 
suspected  of  devitalization  are  Xrayed.  Caried 
teeth  are  restored  whenever  possible  and  teeth 
beyond  repair  are  extracted.  Dentures  are  con- 
structed when  the  condition  of  the  patient  is  such 
as  to  insure  a fair  chance  of  success.  The  depart- 
Dental  ment  has  been  reorganized  so  it  is  now  possible 
Clinic  to  provide  dentures  for  a larger  number  of  edent- 
ulous individuals  than  previously.  Each  patient 
secures  a thorough  prophylaxis  and  scaling  every 
six  months.  Advances  have  been  made  in  the 
treatment  of  Vincent’s  infection  and  the  results 
appear  better  than  other  methods.  In  the  next 
biennium  it  is  hoped  to  increase  the  oral  hygiene 
and  to  decrease  the  Vincent’s  infection  in  our  pop- 
ulation through  the  addition  of  an  oral  ultra-violet 
lamp.  A new  senior  Weber  operating  unit  has 
been  installed.  This  unit  is  complete  and  includes 
electric  cautery,  diagnostic  lamp,  pulp  testers,  and 
a new  Castle  Wilmont  True-Vision  Light  which 
makes  operating  in  the  posterior  of  the  oral  cavity 
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more  accessible.

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The  Personal  Hygiene  Room  was  establish- 
ed in  1935  and  has  functioned  since  that  time.  The 
value  of  the  service  rendered  by  this  department 
has  long  been  recognized  by  institutions  for  men- 
tal disease  and  excellent  results  have  been  secured. 
The  essence  of  the  program  is  to  stimulate  patients 
Person-  to  adopt  more  healthful  attitudes  toward  personal 
al  hygiene.  A graduate  nurse  lectures  on  physiology. 
Hygiene  cleanliness  and  pride'in  appearance.  This  is  com- 
Thera-  bined  with  practical  demonstrations  and  a routine 
py  training  of  patients.  A similar  program  of  pride 
in  personal  appearance,  without  lectures,  has  been 
initiated  on  the  male  service  by  the  development 
ef  a modern  barber  shop. 

A carefully  planned  effort  to  reestablish  hab- 
its of  industry  and  interest  in  handiwork  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  in  any  program  for  rehabili- 
tating patients  afflicted  with  mental  disease.  We 
have  made  an  effort  to  provide  occupational-  in- 
dustrial and  recreational  outlets  for  all  individu  als 
who  were  not  too  acutely  ill,  enfeebled  or  deteri- 
Occupa-  orated  to  take  part.  An  average  number  of  780 
tional  men  and  600  women  participated  in  occupational- 
Thera-  recreational  activities  every  day.  The  number  of 
py  women  patients  participating  in  outside  activities 
is  steadily  increasing.  A larger  plot  of  ground  is 
being  devoted  to  gardens,  and  the  patients  take  a 
keen  delight  in  competitive  work.  Mentally  ill 
patients  will  tell  you  that  they  feel  more  normal 
when  normally  employed.  Productive  employ- 
ment of  the  kind  the  patient  enjoys  is  usually  the 
most  beneficial  therapeutically.  The  departments 
including  garden,  dairy,  poultry,  housekeeping, 
etc.,  afford  wholesome  and  diversified  employment. 
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Two  new  O.  T.  units  have  been  opened.  The  one 
known  as  South  6 was  created  to  give  a larger 
number  of  mildly  disturbed  patients  an  opportun- 
ity to  participate  in  this  type  of  activity.  The  unit 
for  men  is  devoted  almost  entirely  to  weaving  and 
is  known  as  Curwin  Hall  O.  T.  In  October  1937 
classes  were  started  in  O.  T.  for  the  four  members 
of  the  Affiliate  School  of  Psychiatric  Nursing.  The 
course  includes  ten  hours  lectures  and  forty  hours 
of  practice  with  patients.  The  effort  to  expand  the 
occupational  program  has  peen  somewhat  hinder- 
ed by  changes  in  the  O.  T.  personnel. 

Protestant  services  have  been  conducted 
throughout  the  year  by  the  Reverend  J.  Herbert 
Cruikshank  of  North  Warren,  who  assists  with 
our  summer  program  for  ministerial  internes. 
Catholic  Mass  services  are  conducted  every  Sun- 
day in  the  year.  The  Reverend  Father  J.  H.  Diam- 
ond has  manifested  a profound  interest  in  looking 
after  the  spiritual  needs  of  the  Catholic  population. 

During  the  year  1936-37,  we  conducted  a post- 
graduate course  in  psychiatric  nursing.  The  de- 
mand for  graduate  nurses  became  so  great  that 
we  no  longer  received  enough  applications  from 
registered  nurses  for  psychiatric  training  to  justify 
the  continuance  of  this  course.  There  has  been  a 
growing  demand  from  general  hospitals  for  the 
State  Hospital  to  provide  affiliate  courses  in  psy- 
chiatric nursing  for  students  in  training  in  general 
hospitals.  On  advice  of  the  State  Board  of  Nursing 
Education,  we  established  such  a school  on  Octo- 
ber 1,  1937.  These  student  nurses  come  to  us  during 
their  third  year  in  training  and  have  proven  to  be 
an  asset  to  the  nursing  service.  They  receive  no 
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compensation  other  than  maintenance.  The  first 
class  consisted  of  four  affiliate  students.  The  se- 
cond group  was  composed  of  ten  and  the  third 
group,  beginning  April  1938,  of  twenty.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  this  number  will  be  doubled  in  the 
immediate  future,  and  as  housing  and  training 
facilities  increase  it  is  hoped  to  augment  the  en- 
rollment to  include  all  training  schools  in  our  di- 
strict. This  course  consists  of  basic  training,  the- 
oretical and  practical,  in  psychiatric  nursing,  occu- 
pational therapy,  recreational  therapy,  and  physi- 
otherapy. In  addition,  lectures  are  given  in  neuro- 
logy. psychiatry,  and  mental  hygiene,  with  clinical 
demonstrations. 

Among  the  noteworthy  improvements  in  the 
care  of  patients  is  the  abolishment  of  locking  doors 
to  rooms  on  five  of  the  most  disturbed  wards.  This 
practice  was  made  necessary  by  the  limited  num- 
ber of  employes  available  for  night  duty  and  when 
the  Department  made  a slight  increase  in  the  quo- 
ta of  attendants,  it  was  possible  to  substitute  more 
modern  and  desirable  methods  of  care. 

Miss  Louise  Miller,  R.  N.,  who  has  been  in 
the  service  almost  continuously  for  twenty-three 
years,  resigned  on  account  of  ill  health.  She  was 
a loyal  and  trustworthy  employe  and  she  is  sadly 
missed. 

Miss  Velma  Kish,  R.  N.,  under  whose  effi- 
cient management  the  Nursing  Department  con- 
tinues, comes  to  us  from  St.  Peter,  Minnesota. 

An  attendants’  training  school  has  been  es- 
tablished which  offers  forty  hours  of  special  prac- 
tical psychiatric  training  to  those  in  direct  charge 
of  patients.  All  ward  employes  will  receive  train- 
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ing  of  this  type  unless  they  have  had  previous 
training  in  nursing. 

The  Social  Service  personnel  continues  to 
be  restricted  and  we  have  been  able  to  perform 
only  a small  portion  of  the  duties  scheduled.  Most 
of  the  work  in  the  biennium  has  consisted  of  col- 
lecting routine  statistics,  taking  social  case  histo- 
ries on  new  admissions  and  returns,  and  comple- 
ting a minor  degree  of  community  field  work  con- 
sisting of  following  up  patients  paroled  and  obtain- 
ing histories  from  relatives  unable  to  visit  the 
hospital.  The  Department  has  continued  the  train- 
ing of  occasional  volunteer  workers  during  the 
summer.  It  is  hoped  that  the  budget  eventually 
may  include  a sufficient  allowance  to  provide  for 
a trained  psychiatric  worker  who  can  reorganize 
the  Department  with  the  view  to  establishing  affi- 
liation with  a school  of  social  work. 

A few  individuals  have  received  short  per- 
iods of  special  training  in  clinical  psychology.  This 
is  training  of  the  type  which  meets  the  require- 
ments of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  for 
registration  of  a clinical  psychologist  for  school 
work.  The  new  forms  L and  M of  the  latest  revis- 
ion of  the  Binet-Simon  test  have  been  adopted  in 
place  of  the  old  form  previously  used.  The  routine 
psychometric  study  of  all  new  employes  has  been 
continued. 

The  clinic  program  of  extramural  activities 
has  been  expanded  by  the  addition  of  a clinic  in 
the  Warren  Borough  Schools  as  distinct  from  the 
hospital  clinic.  The  clinics  consume  the  part-time 
services  of  seven  Staff  physicians  and  the  psychol-

Clinic  programs  are  arranged  so  as  to  make  them 
focal  points  of  mental  hygiene  and  neuropsychi- 
atric community  activities.  The  child  guidance  cli- 
nics are  maintained  as  diagnostic  and  community 
educational  facilities.  All  possible  community  re- 
sources are  tapped  in  an  effort  to  diagnose  and 
treat  cases  as  well  as  to  educate  those  having  di- 
rect contact  in  the  community.

In  addition  to  the  routine  maintenance  and 
repair  work  required  to  keep  the  buildings  and  ser- 
vices in  reasonably  good  condition,  a number  of 
major  items  of  repair  and  construction  have  been 
completed  and  are  briefly  described  as  follows: 


Cons- 

truction 
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A frame  building  was  moved  from  West  of 
Hygeia  Hall  to  a location  North  of  Convalescent 
Building  and  remodeled  for  a six  room  cottage 
provided  with  furnace  and  all  service  connections. 

Two  old  trucks  and  an  old  ladder  truck  were 
used  to  build  a combination  front-end  pumper  and 
ladder  truck  to  supplement  our  ordinary  hydrant 
pressure.  During  this  period,  neighboring  tire 
companies  brought  their  pumpers  and  by  connect- 
ing to  three  hydrants  on  our  8-inch  fire  loop  East 
of  the  North  wing  of  the  Main  Building,  pumped 
for  ten  minutes  or  more  at  a rate  of  1368  gallons 
per  minute  with  a resulting  drop  in  line  pressure 
to  32  pounds  per  square  inch. 

The  accumulation  of  lime  scale  in  hot  water 
storage  tanks  and  pipe  connections,  necessitated 
removal  of  this  deposit  from  the  tanks  by  drilling 
out  manhole  covers  and  breaking  down  the  solid 
material  with  bars  and  sledges. 

The  5-inch  pipe  connections  to  the  heaters 
were  practically  closed  and  had  to  be  replaced. 

To  provide  a more  adequate  supply  of  hot 
water  for  the  Laundry,  a new  3-inch  line  was  laid 
and  a welded  connection  made  to  the  main  in  the 
Power  House  tunnel  100  feet  distant. 

The  gable-ends  of  East  and  West  sections  of 
the  Main  Building  were  found  to  be  badly  in  need 
of  repointing  and  the  installation  of  tie-rods  to 
prevent  further  spreading.  The  coping  stones 
were  also  shifting  and  had  to  be  lifted  and  re-set. 
This  work  has  not  been  completed. 

The  metal  gutters  and  leaders  on  the  Main

Building,  Convalescent,  Infirmary,  Male  Attend- 
ants’Home  and  Farm  Buildings  were  all  repaired. 

One  silo  was  relined  with  tile. 

A new  telephone  switchboard  for  our  hos- 
pital system  was  installed  in  a new  location  and 
a new  P.B.X.  Bell  Company  switchboard  placed 
beside  it.  Also  a considerable  number  of  loose 
lines  were  replaced  by  lead-covered  cable. 

New  terrazzo  floors,  to  replace  old,  badly 
worn  wood  floors,  were  laid  in  North  and  South 
Annexes  A,  and  new  wood  and  terrazzo  floors  were 
laid  in  North  Ward  No.  4. 

An  old  stone  and  wood  cottage  opposite  the 
main  entrance  was  repaired,  plumbing  and  heating 
equipment  installed  and  and  made  livable  as  an 
employe’s  residence. 

A 2-inch  high-pressure  steam  line,  with  ex- 
pansion joints,  manholes,  etc.,  was  laid  from  the 
Power  House  1000  feet  to  the  Farm  Buildings  to 
replace  gas  used  for  various  purposes  to  reduce 
cost  of  operation  and  to  eliminate  fire  hazards. 

An  architect  was  commissioned  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  removal  of  certain 
fire  hazards  and  the  building  of  a 250,000  gallon 
reservoir  on  the  hillside  west  of  Farm  Colony. 

Fire  doors  were  installed  at  all  corridor 
openings  in  the  Main  Building,  Annexes,  Infirmary 
and  Mason  Hall,  and  fire  towers  were  built  at  the 
four  Annexes  and  at  the  Infirmary,  and  a fire  es- 
cape at  Convalescent  Building.  This  work  was 
done  by  contract. 
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W.  P.  A. 
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To  replace  gas  used  for  heating,  coal  stokers 
were  installed  at  Convalescent  and  Hygeia  Hall, 
and  a new  heating  boiler  was  also  installed  at 
South  Hygeia  Hall. 

The  following  items  were  completed  as  W. 
P.  A.  projects,  the  materials  being  furnished  by 
the  State,  and  the  labor  by  W.  P.  A.: 

A concrete  root  storage  cellar. 

A large  amount  of  outside  and  inside  paint- 
ing. 


A concrete  lining  was  placed  on  a stone-lined 
pump  pit  housing  our  emergency  electrical  pump, 
to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  flooding  experienced 
in  the  spring  of  1936. 

A new  steel  joist  and  concrete- slab  roof 
with  water-proof  covering  was  installed  over  the 
Boiler  House. 

A 250,000  gallon  concrete  reservoir  was  con- 
structed and  connected  to  our  supply  system  to 
provide  more  adequate  protection  to  Farm  Colony. 

In  the  spring  of  1937,  architects  and  engin- 
eers were  appointed  to  prepare  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  new  buildings,  additions  to  the  Power 
House  and  Farm  Colony,  and  a new  sewage  dis- 
posal plant.  Heavy  demands  on  many  of  our  per- 
sonnel were  made  during  the  development  of  these 
plans  and  have  continued  while  the  work  has  been 
in  progress. 

Ground  was  broken  for  the  new  Laundry  in 
December  1937.  On  May  31,  1938,  the  steel  frame 
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was  finished,  and  brick  walls  about  20  percent 
completed  while  the  work  of  plumbers,  steam 
fitters  and  electricians  had  been  carried  on  as  the 
building  work  progressed. 

Construction  of  the  Disturbed  Women’s 
Building,  Male  Employes’  Building,  additions  to 
Farm  Colony  and  Power  House,  and  Cottages, 
were  begun  early  in  1938,  and  work  at  the  Sewage 
Plant  was  started  in  May.  On  May  31  foundations 
for  the  Disturbed  Women’s  Building  were  all  in 
and  the  steel  frame  about  75  percent  erected. 

Foundations  for  the  Employes’  Building 
were  finished  and  the  steel  frame  material  was  on 
the  ground. 

Foundations  for  the  Farm  Colony  addition 
were  finished  and  brickwork  to  second  floor  laid. 
Old  partitions  had  been  removed  and  new  steel 
girders  and  pillars  were  in  place. 

Plumbing,  heating  and  electrical  work  pro- 
gressed with  the  building.  Work  had  been  started 
at  the  Power  House  and  two  old  stokers  had  been 
torn  out. 

Foundations  for  the  Double  Cottage  were 
finished  and  cellars  dug  for  the  Single  Cottages. 

The  old  elevator  and  adjacent  stairway  in 
the  Main  Building  were  removed  and  work  was 
begun  on  the  fire  tower  at  the  west  end  of  the 
west  wing  of  the  Main  Building. 

On  December  10, 1937,  ground-breaking  cer- 
emonies were  held  in  the  Chapel  marking  the  be- 
ginning of  new  construction  and  making  improve- 
ments in  the  institution.  They  were  attended  by 
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the  Secretary  of  Welfare  and  other  prominent 
officials.

During  the  period  covered  by  this  report, 
the  Medical  Library  acquired  178  new  volumes, 
making  a total  of  3039  on  hand.  The  patients’ 
Library  was  augmented  by  two  truck  loads  of  dis- 
carded school  books,  including  histories  and  civics, 
from  the  Erie  Public  School  System;  387  volumes 
donated  by  the  Warren  Public  Library  Association, 
and  200  books  were  purchased  by  the  institution. 
The  W.  P.  A.  project  set  up  in  1936  for  book-bind- 
ing was  completed  in  the  late  summer  of  1937.
